Did the Miami authorities provide the Secret Service with a tape 
recording and/or a transcript of a tape recording, or any other in- 
formation about a threat to kill President John P. Kennedy, as 
earlier described? 

Did the Secret Service turn this or these things over to the 
Warren C°mmis sion, directly or indirectly, or in any other way make 
It available to the Warren Commission? Does the Secret Service now 
have a copy or copies? 

Does the Secret Service have in its files and/or did it in any 
way make available to the barren Commission other relevant informa- 
tion, inoluding but not limited to what was made available to it by 
Miami authorities and the Federal Bureau of Investigation? 

Did the Secret Service question, or in any other way communicate 
with, others of the National States Rights Party, including but not 
limited to Dr. Stanley Drennan, Joseph Adams (J. A.) Milteer, and 
Jaok H. Brown, with respeot to one or more reported threats against 
the President of the United States? And others? 

I ask the same question with regard to Mr. and Mrs. Jaok Charles 
Cason; Mr. Cason is president of the Texas Sohool Book Depository. 

Unless my reading of the Warren Commission material is faulty, I under- 
stand that you, personally, were the Secret Service liaison with it. You 
should know, or your files should show, whether or not this material was 
provided the Commission.
